A couple things I have learned by experience on the 
subject: 


Clip on rf chokes from Radio Shack work great. 
Try them on your speaker and power supply leads. 


Balanced antennas are the way to go. 

Change your random dipole into the biggest loop 

you can put up in the same area. If you cant 

put up the loop try to choke off the imbalanced 

rf at the antenna by using a balun or 10 turn 

coax choke. You might think you have a 

balanced antenna since you have a dipole and twinlead 
but half of the antenna might be coupling into your 
house wiring better than the other half. Make it 
into a loop and this cant be a problem. 

(I hear some hams just wrap a loop of wire around 
their houses under the eves) 


Feed line lengths are a big deal. 

If you happen to have a length that presents a 
virtual short or an open to your tuner, you will 
get rf in the shack. Try adding 8 feet of twinlead 
and see what happens. 


Artificial Grounds work great. 

MFJ 931 artificial ground or the MFJ 934 tuner 

with artificial ground. If you have an old tuner 

or an old L network laying around. Try putting 

that old tuner and wattmeter between your rig/tuner 
and whatever ground you have. First tune for min swr 
on your main tuner then tune for max current in your 
ground. If you dont have a station ground at all, Try 
laying a 33 foot piece of wire out on your lawn or 
living room and using that as your counterpoise. 


Lastly check for shorts and opens... 
I put up a horizontal 80 meter loop in the dark and 


couldnt understand why I had rf in the shack. In 
the morning I found that both legs of the loop were 
shorted to my metal roof :) Another time that 


I 


had rf in the shack one of the leads of my feeder 


broke loose at the antenna.

This past weekend, I set up my radio, but I seem to 
have an RFI issue. I 

have a 40m dipole squeezed into a 30' run (zig-zag 
setup), with about 10' of 

300 ohm twinlead to an MFJ-969 tuner, to my Scout. 
The Scout is powered by 

some off-brand switching power supply, which seemed 
quiet enough. No 

grounding is used. The radio is about 6' or so from 
the feedpoint of the 

antenna. 


The issue: My SSB audio comes through the Scout 
speaker with some 

distortion. And on 20m, if I just push the PTT, the 
radio will "howl". I'm 

not too surprised that 20m has issues--antenna is 
the wrong length--but all 

the other bands too? 


The Scout is left running at 50W, and when I tune 
the tuner, I am acheiving 

1.5:1 SWR or so (as tuned by a MFJ-207--the Scout 
sees very low SWR, which 

seems to in step with the MFJ-969). I tried 
swapping coax (from tuner to 

radio) with no change, to make sure it wasn't a bad 
piece of coax. I don't 

have snap on ferrites, but I tried wrapping 20 turns 
of the power cord 

around a metal screwdriver, and had no change. This 
RFI does not seem to be 

band dependant. As for feedback on CW, well, the 
sidetone keeps me from 

checking. 


I tried out my FT-817 on the setup, and had no 
issues (with the radio 
setup). But that is only transmitting at 5W, not 


50W. Also, when I did it, 

I did run the RF first through an Z-11, and then to 
the 969 on bypass, and 

just using the 4:1 balun in the unit. 


I'll try tonight changing power supplies to a linear 
that I have, and to see 

if the feedback exists when transmitting into a 
dummy load. Any 

suggestions? I really don't want to mess with 
grounding, as the only AC/DC 

ground is the ground pin in the receptical, and the 
RF ground would be kinda 

messy (a 1/4 wave of wiring running around the 
house). Plus, I find it hard 

to belive that I need an RF ground, what with the 
balanced antenna setup and 

the band-independant RFI issue.

Hey gang, 

I'm trying to design a narrowband filter for a project of mine -- I'm 
creating a magnetometer, to be towed behind a boat. The frequency of 
interest is around 2130Hz, with a bandwidth of around 200-300Hz. 


In practice, each measurement will have a single, fixed frequency. So, 


I can use a very very narrow filter on it. However, I don't know before 
I make the measurement what frequency it will be filtering on! An 
active filter is therefore pretty nice. 


Maxim makes the MAX260, a microprocessor-controlled active filter that 
looks pretty good, but pretty old. Has anyone used this filter for 
their projects, and had success with it? The idea would be to set it to 
a wide bandpass, take an initial measurement of the frequency of 
interest, and then "zoom in" on the signal by narrowing the passband. 


I'm also looking for a low-noise, fixed frequency filter for the front 
end, to be placed right after a preamp. What do the best CW filters 
use? I don't know much in the way of practical filter design, but boy 
can I calculate filter coefficients. =P

Shawn, this is easily RFI by the radio being so close to the antenna. 


Things you can do that will help, Twist the power leads together and make 
them of no. 12 wire or no. 14. The metal screwdriver will not help make a 
choke core for RF. Make sure your power wires are not 1/8 or 1/4 wave long 
at the bands of interference. 


Although it normally does not need a counterpoise for a dipole fed 
centerwise, you might try one cut for each band of interest, (problem) from 
the ground jack and quarterwave long, and insulated. Just stretch along the 
ground or base board. Later, when you get some ferrites, you can try them. 


The Scout has a big core just inside the chassis on the 12 volts line. But, 
try to see if all the grounding screws of the boards are making tight 
contact, and all shields internal to the radio on the small coax are tightly 
making contact. 


Try a disc ceramic bypass on the output of your power supply, Say a 0.1 mf 
one across plus to minus. 


Hope one of these helps, 
I have seen this on field day from bad coax jumpers rig to tuner, or bad 


coax plugs with loose shield connections. And it was on 20m. Worked great 
with good coax and tight plugs. Just one turn loose did it to me.

Hey folks, there's only about 8 days left before Atlanticon 2003 QRP Forum 
begins! 


Although 3 feet of snow fell in Denver, CO (where I've been stuck for going 
on 3 days in the DIA airport), the weather in BALTIMORE has been in the mid 
70's this week ... and it's going to be great next week too. 


We've thus far announced 3 of the great speaker line-up we have: KI6DS, 
KA5DVS and K8IQY. Here's the 4th one we have lined up, and man, what a 
treat this is going to be as well. Some of you will recognize Craig 
Johnson, AAOZZ from the experimenters in the HamPIC group and from useful 
homebrewing comments here on the Lists. We're real fortunate to have AAQZZ 
join us at Atlanticon this year to overview a project he's been working on 
for the last 12-15 months ... 


Craig will be discussing his latest digital VFO project design, featuring 
the Analog Devices AD9854 Direct Digital Synthesis device. The AD9854 DDS 


is a step beyond the widely-used AD9850 for certain applications in that it 
has two output signals with a 90 degree phase difference between them 
(quadrature). This phase relationship remains constant regardless of the 
frequency. When used with a direct conversion phasing-type HF receiver 
(such as an R2Pro) or a single-sideband transmitter, these two outputs make 
it easy to provide opposite sideband suppression over a frequency range of 0 
to 30 MHz without switching components for the various frequency bands. Of 
course, the VFO can easily be used for a CW transmitter as well. 


AAOZZ will discuss the principles of Direct Digital Synthesis, and he'll 
discuss how it is done in his current project, using two PIC 
microcontrollers to control the AD9854 operation. Pros and cons of using a 
DDS device vs other digital frequency synthesis techniques or analog 
techniques (such as Hartley or Colpitts oscillators) will be discussed. 


When Craig and his colleague developed the code for the two PIC 
microcontrollers in this project, they did it with other experimenters in 
mind. They attempted to document the code, to make it as clear a possible by 
reading the comments in the source code. The source code will be made 
available for experimenters, to allow them to understand the current design 
and to modify it to suit their own needs. 


Craig will present the VFO project as a work-in-progress. He will discuss a 
number of options for changing and extending design, to encourage 
experimenters to improve the current design and to find answers to the 
questions about how a DDS device performs in various situations. 


This will be a great presentation and a super paper in the Proceedings 
(which are all printed up now, thanks to Scott Gregson of EMTECH). If 
you're still on the fence about attending this year's Atlanticon, we sure 
hope that Craig's topic will inspire you to make your reservations! 


It's going to be a real fun QRP weekend! We have some super prizes lined 
up, and I understand there's going to be a very cool new kit unveiling ;-)

I had posted something on this a few months back, but can't lay hands on 
that message just now. But the gist of the posting was that a conversion 
can be accomplished by using one of those crystal oscillator module 
cans, say a 16 MHz one, and just coupling the output of the can to the 
817's antenna by wrapping a turn or two of wire around it. No physical 
or hard-wired connection or modification to the rig needed. Just mount 
the oscillator in a small box with a battery (Altoids???) If you floated 
the ground and connected a metal box to the oscillator output you might 
couple enough just by holding it close to the antenna 


The 16 MHz will mix in the front end with the 162 MHz WX signal and show 
up at 146 MHz. I tried this with several diffeerent 2 m FM radios and it 
worked with everything from HT's to mobile rigs. No reason why it 
shouldn't work with an 817. 


Those little can are cheap - Digikey #CTX116-ND is $2.78 in singles.

R-Mers, 


There is some early info about conversion of R-Ms to 30 meters on Rod's 
Rock-Mite Files website. It's included in a downloadable MSWord file. This 
can be a starting point. 


Otherwise, here's what I'm currently using with my 30 meter Rock-Mite. 


Crystals: 2 ea 10.116 from NorCal and/or 10.106 from QRPp-I 
C10,11 = 47 pF COG/NPO 
C12 = 39 pF COG/NPO 
R18 = 7.5 Ohms w/2N2222A 
2 Ohms w/2N2219A or 3x2N2222As matched very closely 


Filter values were determined from the SVC tables in the Handbook. 


L1 = 12 t #26 on FT37-43 

L2,3 = 20 t #26 on T37-6 

C15,17 = 330 pF 

C16 =560 pF 

D5 = adjust voltage for 750 Hz shift - try the 7.5 V to start then 
possibly 6.8. 


I'm putting small value capacitors in series with the crystals to get them 
on frequency if needed. Most of those I've tried tend to oscillate a kHz 
or 2 low. 


Actually, I only put a cap on one crystal. Then I switch them between Y1 
and Y2 to give me two different frequencies. I use machined DIP pins as 
sockets. 


With the 10.116 crystals I have, they oscillated at ~10.114. A 33 pF moved 
one back to ~10.116 and 10 pF moved another to ~10.120. YMMV. 


All R-Ms seem to be sensitive to matching. Q6 is likely to get hot(er) if 
you tune into an unmatched load. A 50 Ohm absorptive bridge for tuning is 
a good idea.
